President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House; requiring the Office to 26 
present certain findings and recommendation to certain committees of the General 27 
Assembly; requiring certain entities to provide certain information and cooperate 28 
with the Department to carry out certain requirements; authorizing certain 29 
information to be provided to the Department in a certain format; requiring the 30 
Department to follow certain confidentiality procedures; repealing the termination 31

 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 2 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 3

 [(b)] (D) “Evaluation” means the process of legislative review of a 3 

governmental activity or unit for which this subtitle provides. 4 

 

 [(c) “Evaluation committee” means a committee that is appointed to carry out 5 

an evaluation. 6 

 

 (d)] (E) “Evaluation date” means the date on which an evaluation of a 7 

governmental activity or unit is to be completed. 8 

 

 [(e)](F) “Governmental activity” means a program, service, or other 9 

function of government. 10 

 

 [(f) “Preliminary evaluation” means the process by which the Legislative 11 

Policy Committee determines whether a governmental activity should undergo an 12 

evaluation.] 13 

 

 (G) “OFFICE” MEANS THE OFFICE OF POLICY ANALYSIS IN THE 14 

DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE SERVICES. 15

 (a) The General Assembly finds that: 17 

 

  (1) a system for periodic, legislative review of the regulatory, licensing, 18 

and other governmental activities of the Executive Branch of the State government is 19 

essential for the maintenance of a government in which the citizens have confidence 20 

and of a healthy State economy; and 21 

 

  (2) this legislative review is consistent with other activities and goals 22 

of the General Assembly. 23 

 

 (b) The purposes of this subtitle are to: 24 

 

  (1) establish a system of legislative review that will: 25 

 

   (i) determine whether a governmental activity is necessary for 26 

the public interest; and 27 

 

   (ii) make units that are responsible for necessary governmental 28 

activities accountable and responsive to the public interest; and 29 

 

  (2) ensure that the legislative review takes place by establishing, by 30 

statute, dates for the review and other legislative action. 31

activity or unit after the last evaluation; 22 

 

   (ii) changes in technology that impact the conduct of the 23

   (iv) registered complaints and complaint outcomes in the time 26 

period after the last evaluation; 27 

 

   (v) a 5–year revenue and expenditure comparison, including 28

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   (vi) a recommendation whether a full evaluation should be 1 

undertaken. 2 

 

 (b) On request of the Department of Legislative Services, the governmental 3 

activity or unit shall provide the Department with the information required to 4 

undertake the preliminary evaluation.]
